Motor Federation today to urge 
drastic action, if necessary, to end 
the menace of the glaring and ille­ 
gal headlight. 
“Headlight condi­ 
tions are worse now than they ever 
were in Pennsylvania,” said S. Ed­ 
ward Gable, president o f the Fed­ 
eration, “and steps should be taken 
to remedy this 
before the spring 
and summer touring season gets 
under way.” 
Mr. Gable’s statem ent continues: 
“For some time we have been 
seeking to end the headlight evil 
through educational measures, by 
calling on car owners to see to it 
that their headlights are adjusted 
in compliance with 
the law. 
In 
many instances 
this 
advice 
has 
been followed, but the majority of 
drivers, I regret to say, pay little 
or no attention to the focus of their 
headlights unless forced to act. 
The average car owner, it seems, 
feels that so long as he has enough 
light to see the road ahead, that is 
sufficient, no matter 
how out of 
focus are the beams. 
And many 
pay no attention, it seems, to the 
fact that 
but one 
front light is 
burning, or that the tail light is 
out of commission.
